Antioch Grade School 
gets new grading system 



The Antioch Grade School board has ap- 
proved a change in the grading system for 
grades six through eight and a new math 
program for sixth grade to go into affect this 
year. , 

- The new grading system will standardize 
the grading system for the entire school 
system and the new math program will allow 
more levels of compentancy than before, ac- 
cording to Supt. Donald Skidmo're. 

Previously students in the grades six 
through eight received a C, S or U grade for 
class work. Under the new system students 
will receive a more traditional A,B,C,D or JE 
for class work. The new system will allow 
teachers to divide up the students 
achievements better and will give more 
meaning of a students achievements to 
parents and in the case of transferes from 
other schools, Skidmore said. 

There was some confusion just how well a 
student was doing under the old system, 
Skidmore said. When a student received a C, 



which meant commendable, parents where 
wondering if that meant a commendable A or 
a commendable B, Skidmore said. 

The new system was recommended by 
Skidmore to the board after a year of study 
was completed. The old system of C, S or U 
was adopted when the upper grade school 
was first opened. ■ 

"When the old system was approved it was 
felt that grades got in the way of learning and 
had no relevance," Skidmore said. "Since 
then we have learned that employers do care 
about how well a student does and that 
grades aren't meaningless in the real 
world." 

The new math program the school, board 
approved will allow students to study math 
at four different levels of difficulty. The new 
program will allow the more advanced 
students to study, at a. higher and more ac- 
celerated level and will allow the slower lear- 
ners to go at their own rate, Skidmore said.

"Illinois is not much different from my 
country 'as far as the way the countryside 
looks," says Emmanuelle. 



But she does find the kids a little different 
saying, "They look and act older than the 
French teenagers, but seem much happier 
than their European conterparts." 

One of the biggest surprises that greeted 
her on her arrival in this country was that 
she expected to find more young people doing 
their own thing without family or authoritive 
ties. 

She says most of the American tv shows 
and movies make on think that all young 
Americans are on their own doing "their own 
thing." 

Emmanuelle also finds that our roads are 
not as filled with bikes and motorcycles as 
the French roads are. 

"Americans eat differently than we do," 
she says, explaining that the French eat one 
thing at a time, unlike Americans that seem 
to eat a little bit of every tiling at one sitting.

"IT'S NOT GOING to be a 
picnic,"- said head coach 
Steve Wapon about the game 
with the Blue Streaks. 

"We have not had a history 
of starting out strong," 
Wapon explained the loss to 
Crystal Lake, "but we're 
I going to try to change that. 
r .Antioch lost both its non- 
conference game to kickoff 
last season prior to going on 
to a co-championship with 
Warren in the Northwest 
Suburban Conference and 
then on to the final four in the 
state playoffs. 

"We were out of position 
an awlful lot," he said of his 
team's defensive game with 
the Tigers. "Besides that, we 
were rather inconsitent of- 
fensively. We gave up a lot of 
yardage on defense." 

"WOODSTOCK WILL BE 
the same old Woodstock," he 
anticipated. "They're well 
coached." 

"They'll run the eye, play
